Game checking | 
considered helpful 


Saskatchewan hunters seem to 
favor the idea of voluntary game 
checking stations during hunting 
seasons, 


At least, this was the impres- 
sion left by hunters passing 
through the Divide Game Preserve 
checking station, south of Meadow 
Lake, during the three-week big 
game season just ended. 

The station, the only one oper- 
ating in northern Saskatchewan 
during the moose-elk-deer season, 
was set up on a voluntary basis 
to check hunter reaction, 

Although stopping at the sta- 
tion was voluntary, at least 70 
percent of the hunters passing 
through did so. Their opinion was 
that checking stations were a good 
idea. The whys and 
boiled down to two main reasons. 

First, checking station staff 
were able to aid hunter success 
by telling hunters where they 
were most likely to find game, how 
to get there, how to get their 
game out and other helpful infor- 
mation. 

Second, the checking station 
helped management. The informa- 
tion gathered gave resources de- 
partment personnel a better idea 
of population trends and hunting 
pressure. As a result, manage- 
ment could be regulated to better 
ensure good hunting for all time.

Faced with a declining income, 
the farmer is taking a long look 
al any.hing which shows promise 
of reducing production costs. In 
Alberta there has been renewed 
interest in propane-fuel-fed farm 
machinery, principally tractors. 

Al.hough propane, or liquid 
petroleum gas (L.P.G.) models 
have been carried by most deal- 
ers since 1950, sales have never 
been very heavy. The chief reas- 
ons for this have been the special 
stor: ge equipment needed for the 
fuel, plus the fuel cos. and avail- 
ability. But these three factors 
have now changed so that he sit- 
uation can be re-examined. (Own- 
ers of L.P.G. tractors queried by 
The Country Guide are well satis- 
fied with their machines—several 
in fact are ordering additiona! 
propane models, 

Liquid pe.roleum gas or pro- 
pane is a by-product of the oil in- 
dustry where production is heav- 
iest in the summer months. For 
every ten gallons of gasoline 
made, two gallons of propane ere 
produced. A slight change in the 
process could double: he propane 
fraction if a large summer mark- 

et could be found for the gas so 
that great quantities wouldn’t 
have to be sored 

At present the gas is chiefly 
used for cooking and heating, 
with the heaviest drain on sup- 
plies in the winter months when 
production is lowest. Even under 
these conditions however, we 
were unable to find anyone with

said: “With new wells coming in 
all the time, and the oil industry 
growing by leaps and bounds, it’s 
hard to imagine any shortage in 
future propane supplies.” 

Fuel storage cosis are not con- 
fined to propane-powered mach- 
ines. Large farm operations using 
gasoline or diesel models general- 
ly require storage tanks and pum- 
ps, and smaller farms have a cer- 
tain amount of capital tied pu in 
fuel drums. On the ovher hand,’ 
most farmers with L.P.G. tractors 
also use propane for heat and 
cooking, so that storage equip- 
ment cos.s should not be charged 
solely against tractor operations 

What about the fuel cost. De- 
pending on the locality, this ran- 
ges from 13 to 18 cents a gallon, 
or about six to seven cents bel 
the price of farm delivered gaso- 
line, and two to three cenis per 
gallon cheaper than diesel fuel 
Most experts agree that at this 
level propane fuel becomes an ec- 
onomical proposition 

The 1954 propane bill of a Clu- 
ny, Alberta farmer was $654.44 
This covers operation of a 42 h.p 
(drawbar rating) L.P.G. tractor 
for 1000 hours, plus one year’s 
fuel for a propene cooking range, 
fireplace, furnace, hot water tank 
and chick brooder. This farmer’s 

1955 fuel bill increased to $707.- 
99 when he added a propane-fuel- 
led self-propelled combine to his 
farm equipment. Incidentally, al- 
‘hough results of Nebraska mach- 
Inery tests indicate that propane 
tractors in this h.p. range gener- 
ally burn about 3.6 gallons of fuel 
per hour as compared with 2.0 to 
3.0 gallons for a similar gasoline
